ANNA GOULD NERVOUS

fous Ceremony in French Pro- 
testant Church—Paris Court 
Delays Action on Boni’s 
Suit for Boys. 


Paris, July 7.—Count Boni de Castei- 
lane, accompanied by his counsel, this 
afternoon went to the office of Judge 
Henri Ditte, presiden of the tribunal of 
first instance of the Seine, and applied 
to have the custody of hig children re- 
stored to him on account of ‘his divorced 
wife’s marriage to Prince Helie de Sa- 
gan. 

After hearing arguments 
Bonnet and Jullemier, Judge Ditte ad- 
journed the case untij] the return of 
Princess de Sagan to Paris; 

London, July 7.—Madame Anna Goule 
and Prince Helie de Sagan were mar- 
ried at a registry office in Henrietta 
street, off Covent Garden, today. A 
@ubeequent ceremony was conducted 
at the French Protestant church on 
Soho square. 

There was absolutely no secrecy 
about the wedding. The prince and 
Madame Gould made a determined ef- 
fort to escape the crowd. They had a 
large motor car waiting at the main 
entrance of the hotel ail morning. 
When the hour for them to leave ar- 
rived, however, the couple, accom- 
panied by three friends, left the hotel 
by a rear door and entering ordinary 
cabs drove to the back entrance of the 
registry office. 

The civil ceremony was simple. Out- 
side of Prince Helle, Madame Gould, 
the witnesses and the officials, no one 
Was present. A great crowd, consist- 
ing largely of porters from the Covent 
Garden market and employees of the 
pubHshing houses in the vicinity, as- 
sembied in the street outside. Prince 
Helie produced a copy of the notice 
filed with the registrar, and the regis- 
trar granted his license. 

They Go to Charch,. 


Madame Gould and the prince signed 
the register, describing themselves as 
had been done in the banns, published 
in Paris. Armed with the register’s 
certificate, the party again, leaving the 
building by the back door, drove in 
cabs to the French Protestant church, 
hidden away in a corner of Soho 
square. The cabmen misunderstood 
their instructions and stopped in front 
of &. Patrick's Roman Catholic 
church, which also faces Soho square, 
and the entire party had alighted be- 
fore the mistake was discovered. New 
directions were then given and the 
cabs drove over to the French Protest- 
ant church, The entrance to this 
church was blocked by trucks and 
Madame Gould and the prince had to 
make their way through a maze of 
traffic 

The party passed into the church al- 
moet unnoticed. They were followed 
by Only a half dozen reporterg and a 
few poorly dressed parishioners. They 
Were escorted to the vestry and the 
pastor, the Rev. L. De Gremont, care- 
fully read the document brought from 
the registry office. Having satisfied 
himeelf of its coreéttness, he escorted 
the couple to the altar, while Madame 
Ranette, a daughter of the assistant 
pastor of the ghruch, played the hymn 
“Abide With Me’ on the organ. 

The ceremony was quite in keeping 
with the simple cheracter of the 
church, but it was rather long. While 
it was proceeding several photog- 
raphers who had come with the party 
took snapshots of the couple as they 
stood at the altar. 

Bride Was Nervous. 


Madame Gould and Prince Heiie both 
a@newered the usual questions in a firm 
voice, but the bride turned nervously 
the small congregation when the 
quietness of the church was disturbed 
by the clicking of camera-shutters. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, 
the pastor, as is the custom of the 
church, presented Prince Helie with a 
Bible and then congratulated them. 
After this he led the way back to the 
vestry, where the church registry was 
signed. The witnesses were Baron de 
Fontenilliat ang €. Bonchauvin. The 
only other person with the party was 
(Prince Helie’s private secretary. 

Madame Gould wore a handsome cos- 
tume Of cream-colored silk, richly em- 
broidered, and a straw hat to metch, 
trimmed with osprey feathers. 

After a few introductions to mem- 
bers of the pagtor’s family, Prince Helie 
and his wife, followed by the witnesses 
and the prince’s secretary, made their 
Way to the carriages. The créwd out- 
side promptly stood aside to let them 
pass.

Issue for Anti-Bryan 
Men, 


ON CREDENTIALS REPORT 


Should the Vote Result in Favor of 
Guffey it Will Emcourage Anti- 
Hryen Men to Continue the 
Fight Against the Ne- 
braskan. 


Denver, Colo., July 7.—The possibility 
of a revolt by delegates, out of sympathy 
with the Bryan control] of tne democrat- 
jc national convention against the par- 
liamentary practices employed by Offi- 
cers of the convention today in sending 
the Pennsylvania controversy to the 
committee on credentials, is the one hope 
of the allied opposition to Mr. Bryan's 
nomination. This opposition is proceed- 
ing on the belief that the committee on 
credentials will report against the con- 
testing delegates from Philadelphia and 
in favor of Colonel Jamés A. Guffey, na- 
tional committeeman, it is believed, in 
which event @ minority report will be 
made. 

First Test of Anti-Bryan Strength. 

The first test of anti-Bryan strength, 
therefore, will occur over the adoption 
of the report of: the committee on cre- 
dentials and it promises to be the bit- 
terest of the convention. Should it be 
decided against the Bryan men, some 
of whom have announced a purpose to 
‘railroad’ the Pennsylwania leader out 
of the party. in accordance with the ex- 
pressed wish of the Nebraska candi- 
date, unquestionably it will encourage 
the opposition to Mr. Bryan to renewed 
efforts to defeat him for the presidential] 
nomination. 

No sooner had the oonvention adjourn- 
ed today than the anti-Bryan men began 
to gather to discupg the situatio. At 
several of these informal conferences, 
the concensus of opinion was that the 
Guffey-Bryan fight furnished an issue 
On which the anti-Bryan men could take 
their stand and supplied the rallying 
round that thhag been needed in order 
- concentrate their forces. 

Many Recruits Reclaimed. 

It was asserted by anti-Bryan men to- 
night that the refusal today of Tem- 
porary Chairman ®ell to recognize the 
démand of Guffey men for a rol! call on 
the question of sending the Pennsyliva- 
na case to the credentials committee, 
hds brought to them many recruits, and 
that these, added to the force, that has 
been against Mr. ®ryan on all other 
points, promises victory for Colone] Guf- 
fey tomorrow. On the other hand, the 
Bryan men claim to have Colonel Gutf- 
fey’s scalp already dangling at the belt 
of their leader and declare that they are 
not worried in the least. 

Much is being made by the Guffey men 
of the differences which Mr. Bryan has 
had with such men as Roger Sullivan. of 
Illinoie; John T. McGraw, of West Vir- 
@inia. and certain of the democratic 
leaders of Texas, Tennessee, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and other states. They profess 
to believe that the delegations from 
these states are anxious to administer 
a Tebduke to Mr. Bryan for his alleged in- 
terference with the state delegations tn 
selecting their representatives in the 
corrvention after the states themselves 
had declared in favor of the nomination 
of the Nebraskan. Should the anti- 
Bryan men prove to be correct in their 
estimate of the situation, Mr Bryan, 
without doubt. will be defeated in his 
attempt to vorethrow Guffey in Penn- 
syivania, 

Will Engender Bitter Feeling. 

It is not unlikely that a oontest over 
this issue would engender the biteres 
kind of feeling and have an important 
bearing on the vote of the convention 
‘after candidates have been placed in 
nomination for the presidency. 

It is conceded that if Colonel Guf- 
fey should be defeated, which would be 
the result of seating the anti-Guffey 
delegation from Philadelphia, that 
would end the opposition to Mr. Bryan 
and all of the fighting spirit would be 
taken out of the anti-Bryan men. The 
Nebraskan’s friends then will be given 
a clear road to the adoption of what- 
ever character of platform they favor, 
and no showing whatever would be 
made against him for the nomination 
for first place on the ticket. Should 
the Bryan men be s0 disposed, they 
could dictate also the nomination for the 
vice presidency. 

Gossip over the candidates for vice 
president has been completely overshad- 
owed by the events of the day, and 
there is little change in the situation. 
There are nearly a hundred men in the 
field. Such leaders as found time to 
give attention to the vice' presidentia! 
situation tonight, however, seemed to 
think that the Bryan-Guffey contest, 
having become a national conVention is- 
sue, there is little thope left of the 
nomination of @ conservative eastern 
democrat on the ticket with Mr. Bryan.

Fearful Record in New York for 
36 Hours, 


KILLED HIMSELF 


ONE MAN 


Finding the Heat Unbearable, Geo. 
Grady Shot Himself—Thousands 
Slept in Streets—Cooler 
Weather for To- 
day. 


New York, July 7.—A smart souther- 
iy breeze, that followed in the tratiqof 
midsummer storms, today filtered 
through New York’s sunbaked streets 
tonight and brought some relief from 
the tropical spel] that has killed nearly 
two-score of persons, has prostrated 
hundreds and filled the city’s hospitals, 
and ‘held the population helpless’in its 
burning folds for over a week. Twenty- 
one persons succumbed to the heat to- 
day, a total of 38 deaths from that 
cause within the last thirty-six hours. 
Scores were prostrated today. 

The thermometer registered 92 Seamses 
at noon at the weather bureau, which 
is located in a down-town skscraper, 
but many thermometers on the streets 
found the mercury hugging the | 90- 
degree mark. Cooler weather is prom- 
ised for tomorrow. 

After suffering intensely ail day from 
the heat. George Grody, 65 years of 
age, shot and killed himself with a re- 
volver at. hisf/home on ‘First avenue to- 
night. 

In the lower Baat Side tonight, 
sands of people siept in the streets. 
tenement houses were practically un- 
bearable. In the Italian quarters, the 
sidewalks were lined with sleepers, 
some in chairs Or hammocks swung be- 
tween basement bannisters, while many 
more stretched out on quilts on _ the 
stone walks. The fire escapes were 
packed with sleepers. 

Twelve Dead in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, July 7.--Though

President Inspects the Explorer's 
Arctic Steamer and Wishes the 
Commander and Crew Good 
Luck—Steamer Starts 
for North. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y.. July 7.—"“My, my, 
what a fine ship,’ remarked President 
Roosevelt as he approached the arotic 
steamer Roosevelt lying at anchor near 
the president's yacht Sylph in Oyster 
Bay harbor this afternoon. Command- 
er Robert Peary, United States navy, 
the arctic explorer, who was at his 
side, agreed with the president and 
thanked him for the compliment. 

The president insisted upon going 
down the ladder into the engine room 
and steing everything there was to be 
seen. When he came up he was wiping 
perspiration from his brow, but seemed 
to be enjoying himself, nevertheless. 

Ciimbing upon the forecast le deck 
the president found the crew of the 
Roosevelt lined up. @H was introduced 
to each individually. As he grasped 
successively the hands of the sailors hé 
had something different to say to each. 

Commander Peary said his last good- 
by to the president as Mr. Roosevelt 
was about to go over the side into the 
launch. He shook thands with the ex- 
plorer, saying that hunting the pole js 
good sport. 

“Inasmuch as I cannot go along with 
you myself,’ said the president, “all I 
can do is to wish that all good luck 
may go with you. I feel confident that 
you will get there this time if it Is 
possible to do so. If you don't, do the 
best you can, Goodby. ’ 

Captain Bartlett, shaking hands with 
the president and bidding him farewell, 
said: “It's ninety or nothing, the north 
pole or bust, this time, Mr. President.”’ 

The president laughed and cried out 
to Captain Bartlett and his men, “Good- 
by, Captain, goodby, boys, good luck to 
you all. I believe you'll get there this 
time." 

The Roosevelt weighed anchor at 5:30 
D. m and steamed out of the harbor. 
Commander Peary took a launch to 
New York. She will stop at New. Bed- 
ford, Mass., and then proceed to Syd- 
ney, where Commander Peary will re- 
join the ship.

Oklahoma City, July 7.—Acting Gover- 
nor Bellamy has not issued a call for 
troops to suppress the Creek Indians at 
Weleetka, but will remain up al] night 
to keep in close« touch with the situa- 
tion, and if it become more gerious, will 
send troops On a specia!] train. 


Muskogee, Okla, July 7.—The sheriffs 
of McIntosh and Okmulgee counties 
went to the Old Hickory grounds, near 
Henrietta today, to investigate the up- 
rising of Snake Indians, and were driv- 
en away from the camp by thirty arm- 
ed Indians and negroes. Before send- 
ing them away, Crazy Snake delivered 
&@ message, defying the laws of the 
state and the United States government, 
who, he declared have no authority 
over the Indians. 

The officers at once got into communi- 
cation with Guthrie, and it is probable 
that state troops will be sent to disperse 
the malcontents. Crazy Snake is the 
leader of several hundred uncivilized 
Indians, many of whom do not speak 
English They find the laws of the 
new state objectionable, and they are 
enraged by Crazy Snake's assertion that 
they are being cheated out of their land 
allotments.

Protest to War Department by New 
England Manufacturers. 
Washington, July 7.~Secretary of War 
Wright has received from certain New 
England manufacturers of khaki cloth 
a protest against the use of British- 
made khaki! for the uniform of the sol- 
diers and constabulary in the Philippine 
Isiands. The protest recited that the 
uniforms were not only of British ma- 
terial, but were made up in Manila by 
Chinese labor, thus excluding not only 
American manufacturers of Khaki, but 
American labor in the production of the

Inquiry by Secretary Wright~develop- 
ed the fact that the army quartermas- 
ter at Manila had jet some contracts re- 
cently for Khaki of British manufacture 
which was to be made into uniforms 
in Manila for the Philippine constabu- 
lary, and the soldiers ‘stationed in the 
islands. Such contracts ag had b®en 
let eould mot be interfered with, but 
Secretary Wright directed, that the mfn- 
imum amount only of the kbaki should 
be taken under the contracts and that 
hereafter, whenever possible, preference 
should be given to American manufac- 
turers,

Seaborn Wright, in a magnificent ad- 
diesas delivered»at the unveiling of the 
confederate monument here today. 
+ “And if the Georgia legislature,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Wright, ‘will follow me, I 
shall take steps at this session of the 
legislature to erect a monument to our 
smothers, wives and: daughters. I want 
te see this great state lead in_ this 
splendid movement.’’ soe. 
Before a crowd of from two to three 
thousand people, the beautiful confed- 
erate monument, with appropriate cere- 
monies, was unveiled at Marietta. 
General Evans Speaks. 


General Clement A. Evans, of Atlanta, 
was the speaker for the occasion, and 
with tender pathos paid a beautiful and 
impressive tribute to the soldiers who 
wore the gray, and to the women of 
the confederacy whose cheering words 
and sympathetic smiles made heroes of 
the men of the sixties. 

Others who spoke were Governor 
Hoke Smith, Hon. J. J. Flynt, president 
of the Georgia senate; Colonel J. Z. 
Foster, who acted as master of cere- 
monies, and Hon. Seaborn Wright. 

The members of the general assem- 
bly, with the state house officers, left 
Atianta at 3 o'clock on a special train 
over the Western and Atlantic, and in 
addition two special cars were run by 
electric company to accommodate 
the crowd. This company was met at 
Goss street by a reception committee 
of the Kennesaw chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, the lo- 
cal military company, the Marietta 
Rifles and the Gem City band, which 
furnished music for the occasion. 
Among the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy present at the unveiling were 
Mrs. R. Y..Nesbit, president of the lo- 
cal chapter; Mrs. Joseph M. Brown, 
Mrs. J. A. Thomas, Mrs. R. E. Park. of 
Atlanta; Mrs. J. R. MecCuliah., Mrs. 
Meritt Lyon, Mrs. Campbell Wallace, 
Mrs. J. H. Patton, Miss Bessie Baker, 
Mrs. Hamby and Mrs.+«James Setze. 

After an earnest prayer by Rev. Wiley 
Pierce, pastor of thé First Methodist 
church, General William Phillips, who, 
with General Evans, served as general 
in the civil war, with tender words, 
spoke of the cause for which our fathers 
died. and said, in introducing General 
Evans, “The cause not lost, but 
lives.” 

General Pvans, after speaking of the 
“graceful and faithful daughters of the 
south,” said, “This is no ordinary occa- 
sion which bring® us together, but the 
inspirations of the past are stirring the 
souls of the people. This is an assem- 
bly of people ane mind,-one heart, 
and one grand and patriotic feeling.’’ 
The aged general said, ‘While it is noble 
to love andto diefor one’s country, 
it better to live for your country.” 

A Garden of Heroes.

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The general, with great tenderness of 
expression, spoKe of his own age, and 
said: “It is the blessing of Almighty God 
to crown men with hoary heads l 
thank God that I live.’’ He then spoke 
of the beautiful city of Marietta, and 
drew a touching picture of the march 
of General Sherman through that ter- 
ritory, and how 63,000 confederate sol- 
diers fought with great bravery against 
112,780 union soldiers. He said that In- 
stead of referring to the cemetery as 
a “cemetery of graves, we should speak 
of it as a garden of heroes.” The gen- 
eral then drew many practical lessons 
from the conflict, for the people of the 
present generation. He said that the 
call of 1908 was to ‘‘keep ourselves true 
as to understanding of the results of 
the surrender, and the proper restitu- 
tion of the states, to the union,” and, 
secondly, “to maintain @ strict republi- 
can form of government of the states 
in a democratic nation in harmony with 
the constitution.” In concluding his ad- 
r dress, General Evans presented, in be- 
half of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, to Mrs. R. ‘Y.: Nesbit, the presi- 
dent of the locab chapter, @ beautiful 
buneh of carnations. He said, “I pre- 
sent these to you earnestly, lovingly and 
gladly.” 

Governor Hoke Smith spoke next and 
vividly pictured one of the battles of the 
civil war. and how bravely the soldiers 
who wore the gray fought for the prin- 
ciples which they Knew to be right, He 
drew a contrast between the size of the 
two contending armies, stating that the 
union soldiers numbered 3,000,000, 
whereas only 800,000 fought for the con- 
federacy. 

In speaking of the monument, Gov- 
ernor Smith said: ‘This shaft is not 
merels= to bear Memory to the dead, 
but to teach lessons to the living. His- 
tory shall tell the truth about the boys 
who wore the gray.”

“Senator Flynt expressed his pleasure 
at being permitted to be present at the 
‘unveiling exercises, and said.

Chairman Bell Takes Charge. 

Chairman Taggart appointed Gov- 
ernor Blanchard, of Louisiana: Lieu- 
tenant Governor Ellyson, of Virginia, 
and Representative Ollie James, of 
Kentucky, as a committee of three to 
escort Temporary Chairman Bell to 
the speaker's rostrum. 

“Gentlemen of the convention,” said 
Mr. Taggart, as the committee of three 
appeared on the platform with Chair- 
man Bell, “I take pleasure in intro- 
ducing to you your temporary chair- 
man, Theodore A_ Bell.” 

An instant shout of applause greet- 
ed the words of the chairman, and 
aS the temporary chairman advanced 
to the front to deliver his address, the 
cheers were redoubled. 

Mr. Bell's voice is clear and pene- 
trating, and he had no difficulty in 
commanding the close ang {nstant at- 
tention of the convention.

of laughter. Charles F. Murphy, lead- 
er of Tammany Hall, wag directly in 
the line of the fire, but sat placidly 
while his lieutenants on either side 
slapped ‘the spark@ from his shoulders.

The recognition of Mr. Dunn shut off | 
the Parker resolution. 

The following resolutions were of- 
fered:

‘Resolved, That we, the delegates of

That we hereby express 
our deep sorrow at his death and ex- 
tend our warmest sympathy an@ con- 
dolence to his family, and that this res- 
Olution be spread upon the records of 
the convention and a copy be forward- 
ed to Mrs. Cleveland, and, 

‘Resolved. as a further mark of ¢ce- 
spect to his memory the convention 
now adjourn until !2 o'clock (noon) 
tomorrow. 

Francis on Cleveland. 

Mr. Dunn, mounted upon a chair, 
moved the adoption of his resoiution 
and for the purpose of seconding the 
resolution, the chair recognized = ex- 
Governor David R. Francis, of Mis- 
sourl, who spoke briefly in eulogy, of 
Mr. Cleveland. 

The address of Governor Francis was 
punctuated with frequent applause and 
a terrific shout greeted his words, 
“Let us now bury all dissension of the 
past.’ many of the delegates rising to 
their feet, all cheering. lustily. 

At the conclusion of Governor 
Francis’ address the chairman recog- 
nized Colonel W. B. Haldeman, of Ken- 
tucky. 

“Speaking for Kentucky and for Ken- 
tuckians,’’ said Colonel Haldeman, 
“and as the personal and political 
friend of Mr. Cleveland, I wish to sec- 
ond the motion of the gentleman from 
Nebraska. and indorse every word that 
Governor Francis has said."’ 

“It is moved and seconded-—" began 
(‘hairman Rel!, but he was at once in- 
terrupted by cries of ‘‘Parker. Parker.’’ 
which came from all parts of the hall. 

Judge Parker paid no attention at 
first. but the cheering and cries con- 
tiued to grow. The galleries joined in 
the cheering and applause. Finally 
Judge Parker arose and made his way 
to the platform. 

Parker on Cleveland, 


Judge Parker sald: 

“It was my purpose, had I been for- 
tunate enough to finst secure the at- 
tention of the chair, to offer the fol- 
lowing: 

“Be it Resolved, That before under- 
taking the important work confronting 
us, we, the representatives of the demo- 
cratic party in national convention as- 
serhbled, record our profound grief at 
the great loss sustained by the country 
and civilization, in the death of Grover 
Cleveland. 

“We honor him as a true statesman 
who kept inviolate the faith bequeathed 
by Thomas Jefferson to this time-hon- 
ored organization and to the people. 

“We recall] with grateful appreciation 
the signal services he rendered in 
maintaining jealously the just @istribu- 
tion of powers guaranteed by the consti- 
tution to the executive, legislative and 
judicial departments of our government. 
Insisting that no greater burdens be 
imposed upon the people by taxation 
than is necessary to administer the 
governmént economically; in striking at 
the root of the growing evils of special 
privilege and trust monopoly by de- 
manding tariff reduction; in making 
practical appbication of the principle of 
civil service reform under the motto, 
‘Public office is a public trust.’ 

"We revere him as a patriot who 
never failed to denounce wrong a: 
uphold right wherever found; whose ad- 
herence to his high ideals could not be 
shaken. “ 

“We deplore his death as that of the 
first citizen of the United States—the 
preeminent embodiment of the political 
and social truths, that from unselfish 
service comes the noblest power and 
that the power of influence is vastly 
greater.than the might of authority. 
Finally we commend to American youths 
the study of this most striking exam- 
ple of universal honor and reverence 
won by true character through sturdy 
adherence to undying principles; and we 
hereby direct the officers of this con- 
vention to transmit by telegraph to 
Mrs. Cleveland, in Princeton, N. J., this 
expression of our sorrow and our 
pride.

CONVICT NOMINEE TALKS. 


Preston Gilad to Head the Socialist

The 
reason for this was the fear that any 
number of similar associations bearing 
the same name might spring up from 
onganizations of banks not now in the 
association. The capital and surplus 
of the eighteen banks of the aesocie- 
tion totals $8,600,000, the total in the 
whole state in national banks being only 
$13,500,000. 

The ‘formation of the association is 
the outgrowth of the rather confusing 
conditions arising from the recent issue 
by many banks of clearing house certifi- 
cates. Under the new national law 
banks forming euch organizations as 
the Atlanta association will enjoy the 
privilege of a regular currency issue 
by making a certificate of sufficient col- 
lateral deposited with the United States 
treasury department. 

Big Tegritory Embraced, 


The territory embraced by the’ new 
association extends to the northern 
boundary of the state, and southward 
as far as the line between Augusta and 
Golumbus. Any ‘national bank whose 
surplus ie at least 20 per cent of its 
capital will be eligible for membership 
in the association. The aesociation, 
which is modeled after a similar organ- 
ization in New York City, will hold 
meetings in Atlanta the third Wednes- 
dey in July of each year.

Senate Committee Favors Ap- 
‘Propriations for University 


FELDER’S BILL IS FAVORED 


Committee Will Ask Senate to Give 
$15,000 to the Georgia Normal, 
$10,000 to the State Normal, 
and $10,000 to the Uni- 
verajty of Georgia. 


The report of the genera) appropria- 
tion committee of the senate will be 
read this morning. 

The committee held an _ interesting 
meeting just after the adjournment of 
the senate yesterday morning, and, aft- 
er going into the merits of the bills 
which passed the house at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature giving to tne 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
the sum of $15,000. with which to finish 
its new dormitory; to the State school 
at Athens, the sum of $10,000, and to 
the University-of Georgia, $10,000, to be 
used in remodeling the old college for 
a dormitory, passed a motion that each 
of the bills be reported back to the 
senate with recommendation that they 
do pase. These measures will meet at 
once the needs of these institutions, and 
will advance the cause of education in 
the state.

HON. W. G. BRANTLEY TALKS 
OF DEMOCRACY’S CHANCES 


With Johnson at the Helm, Georgia 
Representative Would Have 
High Hopes. 


Hon. W. G. Brantley. representative 
in congress from the eleventh Georgia 
dietrict, was in Atlanta on yesterday 
en route to Louisville, where he goes 
to deliver an address before the annual 
convention of the Kentucky Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

In discussing the national political 
situation, Mr. Brantley said he believed 
there was a good chance for the demo- 
crats to carry the national house in 
the fall elections, and that he saw many 
hopeful eigns pointing to the success 
of the democratic nominee for preat- 
dent. 

Continuing, he said: 

“The labor element is against Taft, 
and the rank and file of labor has been 
aroused to more activity than they 
have shown in national politics for 
many years. The republican national 
convention placed itself on the side of 
the business interests, rather than on 
the eide of labor. 

“The democrats have a great chance 
topsecure the strength of this orgeniza- 
tion. I believe it is the purpose of Mr. 
Bryan to make such a declaration in 
the party platform as will appeal to 
organized labor and secure its support. 

‘Then the large negro vote tn some 
of the doubtful states is giving the 
republicans deep concern. Whether 
they will come over and vote the demo- 
cratic ticket is problematical, but if 
this vote stays at home it may cause 
trouble for the republican candidate. 

“With a candidate like Governor John- 
son, of Minnesota, we would have an 
effective argument in the recent panic, 
and the resulting depression and disar- 
rangement of business, which threw 
hundreds of thousands of men out of 
employment. The history of the past 
shows that a panic has been uniformly 
fatal to the party in power. 

“This argument would be lost if Bryan 
is the nominee, since he has declared 
that all the radical policies of the pres- 
ent administration were borrowed from 
his platform.”’

‘ON NEAR BEER 
RULE IS MADE 


Special Tax Cannot Be Levied 
Is Decision of Judge 
Ellis, 


Permanent iniunction has been grant- 
ed in the superior court of the Blue 
Ridge circuit, by Judge W. D. Ellis, to 
prevent the assessing of a specia] li- 
cense on the sale of near beers. 

The case was brought first before 
Judge George F. Gober. but as he was 
disqualified, Judge Ellis. of the Atlanta 
circuit. sat instead. The litigation was 
Started by Morrison & Garrison, who 
run a restaurant and sell near beer, 
against the city of Marietta, for piac- 
ing a tax of $250 on the sale of Pabst 
Mead. a near beer. They were granted 
@ temporary injunction until the trial. 
At the trial Judge Ellis made the injunc- 
tion permanent, which means that the 
city of Marietta will not be allowed to 
collect a special license for the sale of 
near beer. 

Points of Decision. 


The points made in Judge Ellis’ 
cision are as follows: 

Near beer cannot be licensed at all 
if it violates the act of 1907, the prohi- 
bition law. If the sale is lawful then a 
license tax can be assessed, but not one 
that is prohibitory, for that would be 
confiscation of property. If the charter 
of a city does not limit the amount of 
license tax, then the city may tax tv 
any amount, Dut not to such an extent 
as to prohibit the sale rather than ine 
license of it. If the charter of the city 
does limit the license tax, then a li- 
cense tax over the maximum amount 
cannot be enforced. 

The charter of Marietta provides that 
the maximum license tax shall be $25. 
On this account Judge Ellis ruled that 
the plaintiffs could not be enforced to 
pay the $250 license, which* was over 
the maximum in the charter. In mak- 
ing his decision he referred to the li- 
cense put on near beer in Atlanta, 
which ~ nounted to $200, the maximum 
amou n the city’s charter for iicensse 
tax. 

The deceision igs an important one, ahd 
will probably affect a great many 
taxes recently levied by towns in Geor- 
gia on the sale of near beer—a great 
many of them being as thigh as $!,00U.

As histori- 
an of his native state, as chronicler 
of Georgian life and manners, as a 
spinner of grave and gay yarns Joel 
Chandler Harris would have been en- 
titled to high rank, but his “Uncle 
Remus” books made him a figure in 
our national litérature and carried his 
fame over the seas.

Mr. Joel Chandler Harris, “Uncle 
Remus,” is dead: This information was 
received with sadness yesterday morn- 
ing, not only in this state and the 
southland, but throughout the country 
and wherever the English language 
is read. 

Mr. Harris was one of the best 
known and most admired writers of 
the present time, occupying a field in 
literature peculiarly his own. As the 
writer of the “Uncle Remus” stories 
he has brought pleasure to child read- 
ers greater than any other’ writer 
since Grimm’s Fairy Tales were 
written. 

As a dialect writer Mr. Harris, a!- 
though in a greatly differing field, 
ranks as the equal of Robert Burns, 
and nothing more highly commenda- 
tory ‘than that could be gaid of it. His 
negro dialect was natural, not gtrained 
and grotesque as is usually the case, 
but instantly recognized as true to 
nature by the reader competent to 
judge. And the same applies to the 
text of his stories. It is because they 
@re sO natural that they appeal to 
the heart. 

While yet a young man he filled sue- 
cessively the most !mportant positions 
on great papers, and then it was his 
good fortune to find employment on 
The Atlanta Constitution, which more 
than any other southern paper has de- 
veloped distinctive and eminent south- 
ern literary genius. It was while em- 
ployed on The Constitution, some 
thirty yeara ago, that Mr. Harris dis- 
covered the bent of his genius, and 
devoted himself almost exclusively to 
the class of writing which has brought 
him fame and wealth. 

In his death the south has lost ene 
of its most famous men, and the field 
of literature one who gained the 
greatest distinction and most general 
approbatilon.

I was then in 
the drug business and my place was & 
rendezvous for men of prominence in 
Atlanta. Joe Harris appealed to me 
from the very first He was a young 
man then and presented those same 
traits that characterized his entire life. 
Yet to any. one who had the slightest 
judgment of human nature it was 
quickly apparent that he was @ man 
of promising worth, &@ man sure to 
develop into a strong character sooner 
Or later. 

“Flowers and plants were ae dear to 
him as the creatures his mind put upon 
paper in his nature _— stories.

Born Proud of His 
Fame. 


Eatonton, Ga., July 7.—<(Speotal.)—At 
the Arbor day exercises held here last 
year on George Washington's birthday, 
S. T Wingfield, a prominent lawyer of 
Eatonton, delivered an address on Joel 
Chandler Harris. The people of Put- 
nam county did not wait until Uncle 
Remus’ death to spread flowers on his 
grave, but noted with pride and ex- 
pressed pleasure during his life over 
the eminence he had won. 

In addressing the public school 
dren of the city Mr. Wingfield said: 

Joel Chandler Harris is, and ought to be, a 
household name throughout the county of 
Putnam, for here he was born and here he 
Spent his early life—laying deep the founda- 
tions of his future greatness and of his man- 
& sweet character. It its perhaps known to 
you all that he was very poor when a child 
and that his mother hardly had sufficient 
means to send him to school. Ags is the case 
with most great men, however, hie mother 
was a splendid woman and possessed a 
strong mind and a heart of gold. To her 
this boy was al! she had to live for and she 
managed to send him to school and give him 
the groundwork of a good common school 
education. There are yet living in this town 
and county some of his old schoolmates of 
those dark days who well remember the 
little barefooted, freckled-faced, red-headed 
boy, to whom school life and the meager 
Opportunities of learning which were then 
afforded him, meant so much. 

His school boy friends distinguished him 
from the other boys by the picturesque and 
affectionate name of ‘'Pinktop’'—referring, 
l presume, to the color of his hair. He was 
a quiet, gentie, fun-loving, unobtrusive boy 
and at the same time was full of all the 
manly virtues, and while making no preten- 
tloms to mere display and good looks, his 
companions soon found that in intellectual 
combat he was a foeman worthy of their 
steel. 

At last Santa Claus has some one to chal- 
lenge his supremacy and dispute his. title 
and Joel Chandler Harris has well earned 
the right to be called the children’s ‘patron 
saint." All over the known world his tales 
are read and children from Quebec to Mexico 
and from the Thames to the Ganges laugh 
and wonder at the tales of Uncle Remus. 
What a wonderfu! empire! What a tribute 
to his genius! Such a place in the hearts of 
children is worth more than all the crowns 
of earth. Joel Chandler Harris was a Put- 
nam county boy and we delight to pay him 
honor and, as I have stated, the main object 
of this meeting is to give expression of our 
love and respect for him. 

In speaking ‘of Mr. Harris’ early life 
on Joseph Turners plantation he said: 

Hie knew the old slavery negro with his 
dog-like fidelity, his superstitious ~- nature 
his quaint humor. his poetic imagination, his 
homely philosophy and his child-like de- 
pendence and trust would soon be forgotten. 
Hence he gathered then and there, from 
among these old negroes, the materials for 
is wonderful tales and afterwards, from 
the inspiration of his own genius, wove 
them into shape. In doing this he made not 
only a rich and lasting contribution to Anglo- 
Saxon literature, but he placed the people 
Of this state and of hig well-beloved south- 
land, in relation to their slaves, in their 
true light. To one who can see no more in 
these tales than the idle talk of am ignorant 
old negro, I wish to say that he has missed 
not only all of their pathos and beauty, but 
has entirely lost their message of love and 
tenderness Marse John, Miss Sally, the 
little boy and Uncle Remus are the dramatis 
personace in a wonderful drama and are true 
types of the classes to which they belong 
These tales have shown to the world in a 
form that can never be destroyed, in a man- 
ner that can never be disputed and with a 
graceful simplicity that Ig charming, the 
almost patriarchal relations existing between 
masters and their slaves; the wonderful love 
and veneration the children felt for the old 
negro and the childlike dependence and trust 
the negroes had for their masters. He shows 
them to have been just what in fact they 
were, a part of the family, with all the ten- 
derness, love and sympathy this relation 
at once suggests. Had Joel Chandler Harris 
done nothing else by these tales than this 
his country would have owed him an eternal 
debt of gratitude, and a candid world would 
brand “‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’’ and like pro- 
ductions. as not only extravagant, but as 
slanders upon a noble and generous people.

The surgeong say his in- 
juries are not mortal.

LARCE BUSINESS 
DONE IN STOCKS 


Market in the Hands of the 
Professionals, 


There Was Considerable Selling for 
the Purpose of Taking Profits, 
buat Prices Held Up Un- 
til the Close, 


New York, July 7.—Business wes 
larger at the stock exchange in the 
two hourg before noon today than yes- 
terday, even with the sudden revival 
in market activity which marked that 
period. This expanded volume of 
business was done at prices above yes- 
terday’s closing, and consequently at 
substantial advances over the closing 
level of last week! “It became manl- 
fest, however, that very material sell- 
ing to realize was going on, and this 
had the effect of carrying prices be- 
low last night's level by noon. The 
selling, even at that level, afforded 
handsome profits to those who had 
bought stocks early yesterday. As the 
margin of these profits lesseneq with 
the reaction tn prices, the weight of 
the selling pressure decreased notably. 
That is to gay, business fell away in 
volume and the price movement be- 
came sluggish. The advocates of the 
upward movement professed them- 
selves well satisfied with the action 
of the market. There was a consider- 
able increase in buying demand, at- 
tracted over night by yesterday's rise, 
and this served as a medium for di- 
gestion.of profit-taking sales. When 
the execution of the new buying orderg 
had been completed, there was no dis- 
position to push the seiling on a weak 
market at the serious expense of val- 
ues. The responsibility of an uncover- 
ed short interest for part of the new 
demand was proved by the number 
of shares borrowed for delivery which 
were returned to the lenders today. 
The market ts admittedly largely in 
professional hands, and it is gauged 
by technical constderations, News 
bearing on actual values was not im- 
portant today. The New York banks 
are returning their quota of the gov- 
ernment deposits recalled for payment 
by July 15, and have already repaid 
some $5,000,000 into the subtreasury. 
The stiffening of the call loan rate to

Liberal Sales by Cash Houses Main 
Pactor in the Decline—Corn De- 
clined Three-Quarters to 
Seven-Eighths—Oats 
Were Lower. 


Chicago, July 7.—Liberal sales by cash 
houses, due to the larger acceptances 
in the country, were chiefly responsible 
for a weak tone in the wheat market 
today. At the close wheat for Septem- 
ber delivery was down |%@i%c. Corn 
was off %@%c. Oats were %c lower, 
and provdsiong 5@!i2%ec lower. 

The wheat market opened easy, and 
as trading progressed the weakness be- 
came more pronounced until the close, 
which was at the lowest point of the 
day. The principal reason for the weak« 
ness was numerous hedging sales by 
leading caeh fnteresats against incréas- 
ing offerings from the crop of wheat. 
This selling by cash houses induced free 
selling by. local longs, and also’ brought 
out liberal sales for the short account, 
Excellent weather for the growing crop 
in the northwest and lower’ prices at 
Liverpool were additional bearish in- 
fluences. The selling, however, was held 
in check to some extent by the fear 
that the government report, to be is- 
sued tomorrow, would be decidedly bull- 
ish. The market closed weak. Septem- 
ber opened %4@%«c to 4@%c lower at 89c¢ 
to 89'4ec, sold off at 87%c, and closed at 
88c.
